the United Sta tes and took 28 victims, j 
The brief epidemic at Los Angeles is ! 
appa rently under control. 
Yet the gen­ 
eral danger is still grave, according to 
world a utho rities on the plague, and 
sim ila r o utbreaks may tlare up a lo ng 
the Pacific co a st until the last infected 
ca rriers o f the disea se among Ameri­ 
can rodents are destroyed. 
China's plague problem is much more 
a cute than ours. 
The man to whom 
that nation looks for leadership In com­ 
bating the disea se is now carrying on 
specia l research work at J ohns Hop­ 
kins university in Baltimore. 
He is 
Dr. VVu Llen-teh, director and chief 
medical officer o f the North M anchu­ 
rian pla gue prevention service, physi­ 
cian ex traordinary to the president o f 
China, 
and 
holder 
o f 
degrees 
and 
honors from many o f the great univer­ 
sities and medical 
societies* o f the 
world. 
“ Your problem is ours in m inia ture,” 
Doctor Wu told an interviewer a few 
da ys 
ago. 
“ You 
are 
much 
better 
equipped to m eet 
It 
than we 
are. 
Nevertheless, it is for you a gra ve 
problem 
demanding unremitting vig­ 
ilance. You fa ce an endem ic condition 
as we do. 
That Is, you have an area 
where the disea se is a lw a ys present to 
so m e e x te n t; among certa in anim als. 
Therein lies the chief danger.” 
Ground Squirrels as Carriers. 
There ¡s no telling when the pla gue 
germ took up residence in the United 
Sta tes, Doctor VVu ex plained. 
About 
1900, perhaps, a stricken rat from a 
freighter, 
home 
from 
ports 
in 
the 
Orient, crept out beyond the lim its o f a 
Ca lifo rnia city to die in the co untfy. 
The disea se began to spread through 
the California ground squirrels, a ro­ 
dent resembling the chipmunk. 
“ One o f our tro ubles in China,” said 
Do cto r Wu, “ is tha t o ften when the 
pla gue breaks out in a lo ca lity the peo­ 
ple try to conceal the fa ct.” 
The records o f the United Stntes 
public health service show that con­ 
cea lm ent has been a ttem pted in this 
country. 
Local a utho rities would not 
believe that the so -ca lled “ pneumonia,” 
which has o cca sio na lly 
appeared 
In 
such a deadly form, was really the 
pneum o nic form 
o f 
the plague. 
A 
federa l commission had to determine 
the fa ct. 
The 
plague germ has been 
found 
among the ground squirrels o f ten Cal­ 
ifo rnia co unties, though the proportion 
o f infected squirrels wa s not large. 
In 
1919 sta te and federa l health a utho ri­ 
ties killed 72,000 ground squirrels In 
three California co unties, and only 124 
of the rodents were found infected. 
In tha t year, however, a citizen of 
Oakland came do w i with the plague 
a fter returning from a ground squirrel 
hunt. 
H is death w a s followed by tlie 
dea ths o f 13 other persons before the 
outbreak was controlled. 
“ The health officers o f California and ! 
rhe officers o f the United Sta tes public ! 
hea lth service are a tta cking the prob- j 
lem with intelligence,” said Doctor Wu. | 
“ They have undertaken the shooting, 
tra pping and po iso ning o f ground squir- j 
rels and the work go es forward stead- 1 
Ily. 
.Special zones have been estab- ! 
lished around large cities. These zo nes 
a re dea dlines for ground squirrels, and 
every member o f the species seen w ith­ 
in these districts is killed. 
This is 
necessa ry, for the pla gue must be pre- ! 
vented from sprea ding to the city rats. | 
“ Until 
the 
pla gue 
is 
completely 
era dica ted among the ground squirrels 
the danger o f an epidem ic among the 
human population is a lw a ys present. 
Most members o f the rat fa m ily are 
susceptible to the disea se. 
As long 
a s it is found among the California 
ground squirrels there is a lwa ys the 
po ssibility that it may be spread to 
the squirrels, groundhogs, gophers and 
pra irie do gs o f o ther sta tes. 
These 
a nim a ls may not all be susceptible to 
the disea se, but It Is a gamble to as- > 
sum e that they are not. 
*Tf the recent epidem ic In I^>s An- ' 
geles results In la rger appropriations 
for the work the sta te will be fo r­ 
tuna te. 
Althoagh the efforts made so 
far ha ve been In the right direction. | 
It is evident tha t they have not been ; 
carried out on a la rge enough sca le, j 
It will be a co stly procedure. 
I should 
not wonder if It would cost $1,000,(XX) 
or more to make a drive ex tensive 
enough to end 
the plague 
In 
this 1 
co untry.” 
Doctor Wu ex pla ined that the plague 
among human beings appears in two 
fo rm s— the bubonic and the pneumonic, | 
both ca used by the sa m e germ. 
“ The I 
bubonic form,” he said, “ is tra nsm it­ 
ted to men by the fleas that have in- i 
ha bited the fur rodents which have ■ 
co ntra cted the plague. 
When the flea ! 
bites a man the germ enters the sys­ 
tem and its poison ca uses the lymph I 
gla nds to swell. 
T his swelling, 
or 
‘bubo,’ gives the disea se 
its 
name. 
When the poison enters the blood a 
genera l 
septicem ia 
set* in 
and the j 
patient dies, usually witnin three days 
o f the time the first sym pto m s appear 
The po iso ning ca uses the blood to turn 
dark, hence the ex pressio n ‘the black 
dea th.’ 
Two Forms of the Disea se. 
“ The bubonic form o f the plague Is j 
not Infectious. 
It is not earthed from 
one human being to another, but Is

“ In the vicinity of the Gobi desert 
and in Siberia the marmots ex ist in 
grea t numbers and are sought for their 
fur. 
Even before the coming of mod­ 
ern 
medical 
knowledge, 
our 
North 
Manchurian hunters learned to shun 
the marmot that was seen to drag be­ 
hind the others a s if sick. 
“ As the demand for furs increa sed 
and the supply in other parts o f the 
world 
decreased, 
the o ccupa tio n of 
marmot hunting grew more profitable. 
Men from other provinces o f China, 
who knew nothing about the pla gue 
among the marmots, came to Man­ 
churia and pushed forward into Siberia 
to hunt these animals. 
They co ngra tu­ 
lated them selves when they found a 
specim en that w a s so sick tha t it was 
ea sy prey. 
Thus the pla gue danger 
increased. 
Took Toll of 60,000. 
“ In 1910, before the work o f preven­ 
tion was well organized, the plague 
spread from Siberia and raged through 
Manchuria and other parts o f fTiina. 
Befo re it was controlled, the death toll 
was 00,000, 
Our la st grea t pla gue de­ 
veloped in 1920-21. 
That time, thanks 
to ea rly precautions, the total number 
o f dea ths was kept down to 8,000. 
“ At present there is pra ctica lly no 
hope o f era dica ting the plague among 
the Siberian marmots. 
Even if the 
capturing o f marmots wa s forbidden, 
the suffering that would result to the 
people o f North Manchuria would be 
almost as great a s that ca used by the 
plague. 
About 10.000 hunters and their 
fa m ilies live by the marmot trade, and 
they would be l*£ t to sta rve if their 
occupation was ended. 
“ Our hope of preventing the recur­ 
rence o f plague epidem ics lies largely 
in 
educa ting 
the 
public 
In 
pea ce 
tim es,” declared Doctor Wu. 
lie was 
not thinking of the periods o f calm be­ 
tween the conflicts o f the rival armies. 
“ Pea ce tim e” In China means to him 
the time between the plagues. 
“ We see little hope in ino cula tio n 
with the serums we have at present,” 
he 
continued. 
“ Their 
va lue 
seem s 
doubtful. 
In most of the co ses t h e ! 
trea tm ent cannot be applied until too 
late. 
We are succeeding, however, in 
co nvincing the people that it is to their 
Interest to report ca ses o f the pla gue | 
as soon as they appear. 
Even the new i 
hunters are lea rning that their own 
lives may be the price for the pelt o f a 
sick marmot. 
“ The great problem Is building up 
better 
conditions 
o f 
public 
health 
throughout 
North 
Manchuria 
and 
China as a whole. 
That is why I am 
now In America Instead of at my post 
in North Manchuria. 
I have come here 
not to study the plague in particular, 
for I could do that better at home, but 
to gather the la test information on 
methods of community hea lth. 
Pre­ 
vention is the surest way o f ending till 
pla gue.”

To nn.—This Is a sto ry of 
the man who came ba c k ; the story of 
friends, a funeral, an ex -co nvict who 
died here ;;nd has left $2,700 to the 
state that kept him confined for IS 
years. 
It came to light when funeral serv­ 
ices were being held f<*r William Hart­ 
ley. « venty-nine years* old. mysterious 
reduce who was found dead in his 
room at a downtown “hotel. 
Rev. R. 
M. Jennings, a local pastor, told the 
story. 
Thirty-two years ago William Hart­ 
ley. then forty-seven, killed a woman 
in Memphis in a drunken brawl. 
The 
crime climaxed a career i» f sins usual 
in a misspent life, and the jury, ex­ 
tending mercy, sentenced him to 20 
years in the penitentiary at Nashville. 
For 15 years the name of William 
Hartley was blotted from the affairs 
of the world. 
Seventeen years ago lie 
Stepped through the outer gate of the 
prison, free and alone. 
If he had rela­ 
tives, nobody knew of them. 
He came 
out, sixty-two years of age, and into a 
future 
of 
suspicion, 
detection 
and 
frieddlessness. 
He knew the ways of 
crime, but he chose the straight road 
and followed it with an unfaltering 
footstep down the remaining years of 
his life. They found him dead here in 
his hotel room, and at his funeral flow­ 
ers hanked as high as the coffin which 
held his body. 
In his eulogy, the minister read: “1 
have fought a good fight. 
I have fin­ 
ished the course. 
Henceforth, there is 
laid up for me a crown of righteous­ 
ness.” 
Scores of his friends, his em­ 
ployers and workmen, were there to 
do him a last homage, yet none except 
his one employer ever knew the secret 
of his life until the minister’s words 
revealed it. 
He had left the penitentiary and 
found employment in a large foundry 
here. 
For 17 years he remained 
there, 
as 
night watchman, shipping clerk, 
messenger, and he never broke the 
faith. 
Outside of working hours, he 
confined himself to his hotel room. 
None knew. 
Then the hotel clerk 
found him dead in his room. 
There 
was a bank book showing that he had 
saved $2,700 since he left the prison. 
T hat money, unless some hitherto un­ 
known relative claims it, will go to the 
state. 
They buried him here in a respecta­ 
ble grave, and the epitaph to go over 
the little stone m arker will be, "Wil­

Lady bug H as Cleared 
Citrus G ro ves o f Pests 


Los Angeles.—The little brown in­ 
sect that for countless years has heard 
the children of the country singing 
“ladybug, ladybug, fly away home,” 
now Is free to follow this bit of Juve­ 
nile advice. 
The ladybug may turn its thoughts 
toward home because 1t has about 
completed its work in southern Cali­ 
fornia by wiping out the mealy bug, 
u citrus fruit pest which for years has 
preyed on the orange orchards of this 
territory, according to citrus entomol­ 
ogists here. 
The pest, a coccid or scale Insect, 
especially of the genus dactyloius, ac­ 
cumulates on the fruit trees, forming 
a scale of flour-llke substances. 
Losses of fruit growers in southern 
California through this pest ran ipto 
thousands of dollars. 
Through discov­ 
eries by entomologists, it was found 
that the ladybug proved the most suc­ 
cessful foe of the pest. Ladybugs were 
introduced 
into 
orchards 
scourged 
with the bug. 
They did their work of 
extermination. 
Now they may have 
their holiday.
